He Gets his Foot in it Badly, Bemg
Charged with hoth  Embezzle-
ment and  Adnltery,

An Omaha Traveling Man Ar-

rested and Put Behind the
Bars,

The Injured Husband Secms
Forgiving,

Very

An Omahas traveling man by the name
of William Foote, was arrested yesterday
and held in the city jail while hia case
wan could be looked into a little. Tt ap-
pears that ho has been in the employ of
Wilson & Larrison, a tea and cigar house
on Farnham street, and has for the paat
fow months been travelling for them sell-
ing goods, Mr, Larrison, one of the
firm, was here yesterday and claima that
Foote has embezzle d about 2100, i not
more, At the same time appears another
man who claims to have been still more

injured. His name is L. J.
Adams, of Atlantio, a steady going
and hard working man, who has

boen engaced in railroading until lately,
when he has gome to ecarpentering
Woat olaims that Foote induced his wife
to run away with him. The story told
by the injured husband ia that Foote, in
making his trips to Atlantie, got nac-
quainted with Mra. West, who is rather
a prepossessing looking woman.  This
was about tho first of April, and the ac-
quaintanceship rapidly ripened into in-
timacy, the husband being in the mean-
time in blissful ignorance of what was
oing on. Two weeks ago last Saturday
Mrs. West left home about noon, telling
her little boy that she was going to takea
little ride on the cars, and would be back
on the 4 o'clock train, She did not re
turn, however, and the husband neither
saw ner heard of her until the latter part
of lnst week. He says he had a job of
work which he could not leave, and as
soon as he finished it he began his hunt,
and learned that his wife had run away
with Foote, He learned that they had
stopped for a week or so at a hotel in
Red Oak, and that his wife was quite
sick and had to have the attendance of s
physician. The next trace he got of
them was that they had come to Couicil
Bluffs, and as he was about starting for
here, the woman turned up at home,
This was on Saturday luat.

The woman, sccording to her husband's
story, seomed very penitent. She said
she did not know what made her nct so,
She did not intend to go any great dis-
tance with Foote, but he got her to
drinking some whisky, and when she
got away she had no money with which
to get back again. She gava up what
letters she had, and t;r were very
loving epistles, and showed that Foote
was very ‘‘far gone” on her. It seems
from her story that on reaching Council
Bluffs she concluded to leave him, and
sccordingly, getting money from him,
hurried back to her home in Atlantic,
Foote arrived here with her Friday
afternoon, and registered at Neumayer's
hotel on Brondway as W. H. Webster
and wife. They took supper and stayed
over night there. In the evening Mrs.
West left, Foote telling the landlord,
who supposed that it waa his wife, that
she was sick and he had sent her back
home to Atiantic, where he had two
children.
until yesterday morning when he waa ar-
rested and taken to the city jmil. He
seemed to have about exhausted his
funds, as there 1s n hotel bill of $6 un-
paid, and he had nomoney on his person.
The husband of the runaway woman
did not seem to know yesterday whether
he had better prosecute or not, He said
he did not know what the poor woman
would do if he turned her out of his
house, and in fact. seemed completely at
sen. He said he had lived with her
eleven years, and had mnever had any
trouble with her before.

~ Mr. Larison, one of Foote's em-
ployes, says the man haa been in his em-
ploy about four months, He was a dis-
sipated man, and had been employed by
o Kansas city houso previously. He
represented that he had reformed, and
being an excellent saloaman. a trial was
given him. About a month ago he got
on a spree, was called in by the house,
swore-off before a justioe of the peace,
and was sont out sgain, Now it appears
that he has been collecting monvy with-
out authority, and spending it without
atint. The house has been trying to got
at his whereabouta for two weeks or wso,
and having now got him arrested, propose
to prosecute.

{;om.a is & man fully 450 yoars of age,
of fine appearance, snd evidently of mors
than ordinary ability, It seems that he
has a wife and family living in Olturia,
Kansas, and according to a letter received
from them by the firm, he has left them
in desfitute circumstances, The onl
means of so far learning the amount cul
lected by Foote is his own showing that
after the allowauce of his salary up to the
i Gth of this month, he still owes the firm
